SHERIFF, DEPUTY

ILLEGAL PARKING 


Sheriff Martin L. Tozer and 
one of his deputies were fined

Gen, Mark W. Clark, United 
Nations Far East commander, 
flew from his Tokyo headquar- 
ters to greet the returning 
soldier. 

In a ceremony at the hospital, 
President Syngman Rhee per- 
sonally pinned on Dean’s chest 
South Korea’s highest military 
award, the Taeguk, with gold 
star. 

The 275 Americans coming 
back Saturday will be by far the 
largest number returned on any 
single day. 

They will bring the total of 
Americans returned to 3486, well 
above the 3313 the Reds prom- 
ised before the exchange began 
Aug. 4. And there may be more 
Americans in the final day’s ex- 
change Sunday. The Reds have 
not given any figures for that 
delivery. 

Seven United States sergeants 
returning Friday estimated there 
were still between 450 and 500 
Americans in Kaesong, the Red 
collection center for prisoners 
to be repatriated. 

The Communists also deliv- 
ered five British and 200 South 
Koreans Friday and promised 25 
British and 13 South Koreans 
Saturday. 

This would bring the number 
of British P.O.W.s returned to 
938. Although that is 17 more 
than the Reds promised, Com- 
monwealth officers said their 
lists showed the Reds held at 
least 43 more British P.O.W.s 
not counting Friday’s delivery. 
That could mean more British 
would be repatriated Sunday.

ALL ARMY POSTS 
TO SELL LIQUOR BY 
DRINK AND BOTTLE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (UP) 
—The Army is installing a sys- 
tem throughout all Army posts 
to allow officers, including non- 
commissioned officers, to buy 
liquor by the drink on the posts. 

Previously officers were al- 
lowed to keep bottles in their 
individual lockers at officers’ 
clubs and have the bartender 
pour them. The new regulations, 
in effect by Dec. 1, will allow 
over-the-bar sales and also sales 
by the bottle on Army posts. 
Over-the-bar sales 
vailed at some. posts for some 
time. The new regulation appar- 
ently standardizes the practice. 
Regulations provide that no 
liquor would be allowed in en- 
listed men’s barracks and pro- 
hibit its sale to anyone under 
21 years of age. 

The Army said the new system 
will simply parallel a plan al- 
Yeady used by the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps and soon to be in- 
stalled by the Air Force.

One of Dean's first acts was 
to telephone his wife who was 
visiting a daughter, Mrs. Robert 
C. Williams, wife of an Army 
captain; at Monterey, Calif. 


First Americans Since 1950. 


“It seems like a dream,” he 
said at the outset of his narra- 
tive. “Today is the first time I 
have seen Americans since July 
1950. You look better to me than 
I look to you, I am sure.” 

The only Caucasians he spoke 
with during his captivity, he 
said, were Alan Winnington and 
Wilfred Burchett, who covered 
the Korean war for London and 
Paris Communist newspapers. 

The Medal of Honor winner, 
struggling to keep his emotions 
under control said he was sepa- 
rated from the troops of his 
Twenty-fourth Division July 21 
in the Battle of Taejon. 

“When I tried to get back,” 
he added, “I was on the wrong 
side of the line. Then I suffered 
a fall and was not in very good 
shape as a result.” 

Asked about reports that he 
destroyed a Communist tank in 
Taejon, he said: 

“We did a little bazooka tank 
hunting on the afternoon of 
July 21.”

INTERFERENCE’ 
BY U.S. BECOMES 
MANOR ISSUE IN 
REIGH ELECTION 


‘Shocking’ Intervention, 
Socialists Say—Amer- 
icans Fear Comment 
May React Against 
Chancellor. 


BONN, Sept. 4 (AP) —A 
charge of American “interfer- 
ence” exploded today as a major 
issue in West Germany's bitter 
election campaign. 


United States Secretary of 
State Dulles touched off the new 
furor with a statement yester- 
day at his press conference in 
Washington that defeat of Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer’s gov- 
ernment in next Sunday's voting 
would cause confusion and de- 
lay solution of the German 
problem. 

The indorsement apparently 
was intended to boost Ade- 
nauer’s pro-Western regime, but 
instead it may boomerang against 
the Chancellor. American of- 
ficials here plainly were worried 
about their Government's em- 
broilment in the campaign. 

Whatever the result, the state- 
ment overnight became the hot- 
test—if not the biggest—issue 
of the entire campaign for elec- 
tion of the 484 members of 
Parliament. 

‘Shocking’ Action. 

The Socialist party, chief op- 
position to Adenauer’s Christian 
and two allied 
parties, pounced angrily on 
Dulles’s remarks. 
| “This is a vicious attempt by 
the American government to in- 
terfere in the German election,” 
the Socialist party protest said. 
“One of the most shocking po- 
litical interferences in this elec- 
tion’ campaign,” Socialist Chair- 
man Erich Ollenhauer echoed in 
a campaign speech last night. 

“The American government 
must not complain if this causes 
an anti-American reaction from 
the German people,” Ollenhaucr 
warned, 

‘Insult to Free People.’ 

Hamburg'’s Socialist Mayor 
Max Brauer, formerly a natural- 
ized American citizen, said: 

“The interference of a foreign 
minister in the election fight of 
another country is an insult to 
a free people and must be re- 
— I am completely revolted 

he 

Adolf Arndt, a leading Social- 
ist member of Parliament, said 
the “intervention by Secretary 
Dulles in the German election 
degrades and insults the whole 
German people.” 

It is ‘no secret that most 
American officials hope Ade- 
nauer will win and approve his 
program of rearmament in close 
alliancéd with the West. By con- 
trast, they oppose the Socialists’ 
advocacy of neutrality in the 
cold war. The choice between 
the two policies has been the 
major campaign issue. 

For two years, however, the 
American High Commission 
office has been promoting in- 
creased German sovereignty and 
carefully Avoiding intervention 
in German self-government. 

German Resentment. 

Whether Dulles’s statement 
helps Adenauer or hurts him in 
the election, Americans con- 
ceded privately it was likely to 
stir German resentment. 

Adenauer, however, strongly 
defended Dulles’s right to com- 
ment on the election. He told 
a campaign rally in Bonn that 
Dulles's opinion of who should 
win is “important because he 
has a detached view of what is 
happening in our campaign.” 

Adenauer also told the Bonn 
voters they must decide in Sun- 
day's election “whether you want ° 
America, Britain and the six 
Schuman plan nations as Ger- 
many’s friends, or whether Ger- 
many turns its back on these 
nations.” 

“Germany needs friends,” he 
warned, “Without strong friends 
Germany can never attain reunl- 
fication.” 

Socialist Argument. 

Ollenhauer attacked Adenau- 
er's “policy of strength” in a rae 
dio address last night and pre- 
dicted it would lead to Ger- 
many’s ruin instead of its re- 
unification. 

“The German people should 
remember where once the policy 
of military strength led them,” 
the Socialist chief declared. 

He argued that West Germany 
must remain unarmed and néu- 
tral if it expects Russia to con- 
sider giving up its occupation of 
East Germany. 

Adenauer countered by aske 
ing, “What would be the future 
of a neutralized Germany lying 
between the Russians on one : 
side and France with its 
Communist party on the oth ‘

But the war was less than a 
month old when Dean disap- 
peared after the fall of Taejon 
on July 20, 1950. The Commu- 
nists withheld news of Dean's

' Gen. Dean may now collect 
| the Medal of Honor awarded to 
him Sept. 30, 1950, by President 
Truman—the first one awarded 
in the Korean war. 

| At the time it was awarded, 
there was doubt that he had 
survived his heroic action at 
Taejon. 

The Medal of Honor goes to | 
warriors for fighting perform- | 

ances above and beyond the call | 
of duty. 

Dean, 54 years old last Aug. 1, { 
fulfilled that requirement. He 
put himself on the firing line 
with his G.I.s at a time when 
they were taking a beating. 
Many of them were youngsters 
barely out of basic training. 

Born at Carlyle, Ill. 

Dean, born at Carlyle, IIl., was 
commissioned in the United 
States regular army in July 
1923. one year after he was | 
graduated from the University | 
of California at Berkeley. He | 
, Was married in 1926, and a son, | 
William F., Jr., is a cadet at West 
Point Military Academy, class | 
of 1954. 

He was second in command of 
the Forty-fourth Division in the 
drive across France in World 
Var Il. His men knew him for 
his high concern for their wel- 
fare and his way of appearing in 
the foxholes with them. 

After the war, he was military 
governor of South Korea for 14 | 
months, until the new Republic 
of Korea government took over | 
in August 1948. Going to Tokyo, | 
he became commander of the 
United States Seventh Division 
and later was chief of staff of 
the United States Eighth Army 
in Japan. 

With the Twenty-fourth divi- 
sion rushed to Korea after the 
Reds’ invasion, on July 2, 1950, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur made 
Dean commander of United | 
States forces in Korea. 

Events moved with the quick | 
uncertainty and 18 days later 
Taejon had fallen—Dean was

I don't want any 
pictures taken until Dad gets 
home. Then they can take them 
until they're black in the face. 
He’s the hero, not I.” | 

Mrs. Williams added: 

“I know dad would like to | 
come home by ship just like all | 
the other prisoners, but maybe | 
the Army will decide he should 
fly. 

“In any case we'll be there to 
greet him. I'm going to be there 
with one of his grandchildren 
under each arm.” |

Governor Tried to Stall

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 4 (UP)— 
J. Edgar Hoover, head of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
yesterday accused Gov. Allan 
Shivers of Texas of attempting 
to stall an investigation by FBI 
agents until after last year’s 
Democratic primary “to avoid 
any unfavorable publicity.” 

Hoover, in a letter to Shivers, 
bluntly accused the Governor of 
making “avsolutely untrue” 
statements about the FBI. 


Shivers caustically replied the 
FBI agents still have “the full 
co-operation of the State of 
Texas and its officers. I hope 
we can expect the same from 
your bureau and from the At- 
torney General of the United 
States.” 

The exchange of letters 
marked the latest chapter in a 
mounting feud between Shivers 
and Hoover. Shivers, speaking at 
Lufkin last week before the 
East Texas Peace Oficers Asso- 
ciation, had accused the F.B.I. 
men of “snooping” in Texas. 

Hoover, in a four-page letter 
to the Governor, charged that 
Maurice Acers, an executive as- 
sistant to Shivers and former 
FBI man himself, sought to de- 
lay an FBI investigation at the 
Gainesville State School for 
Girls. 

Acers, Hoover said, called the 
FBI office in Dallas “advising 
he was acting on your behalf.” 

“Mr. Acers was informed of 
the basic allegations and of our |— 
instructions to make the investi- 1954 
gation. Mr. Acers then requested 
that the investigation be held 
in abeyance until after the Dem- 
ocratic primary elections on July 
26, 1952, to avoid any unfavor- 
able publicity.

TAX GUT FOR MANY 
WILL BE WIPED OUT 


Social Security Rise to Off- 
set Reductions in Lower 
Brackets. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (UP) 
—The taxpaying public is in line 
for income tax cuts averaging 
10 per cent Jan. 1, but many 
lower-income families will find 
the reduction wiped out by in- 
creased social security payments 
which go into effect at the same 
time. 

For such persons, deductions 
from weekly pay envelopes will 
actually be greater—not smaller 
—than they are now. However, 
the extra money will go into 
social security reserves, not 
taxes, and the wage earner will 
get it back when he retires. 

The social] security deduction 
for old-age and survivors’ in- 
Fong will rise Jan. 1 to 2 per 
en instead of the present 144 
per cent. It applies to the first 
of a person's wage or sal- 

The employer makes an 
camel contribution to the insur- 
ance fund, and this payroll tax 
will rise also to 2 per cent on 
Jan, 1. 

President Eisenhower would 
have postponed the increase in 
social security levies. Members 
of Congress were cool to the pro- 
posal, however, and the Admin- 
istration never pressed the mat- 
ter. 

As a result, here is the situa- 
tion which confronts a wage 
earner with a wife and two de- 
pendent children and annual pay 
of $3000: 

Under the scheduled income 
tax reduction, he will pay $7 
less income tax on 1954 earn- 
ings than this year. But at the 
same time, he must start con- 
tributing one half of I per cent 
more of his earnings to social 
security. Now paying $45 each 
year—144 per cent of total in- 
come—tifis $3000 man must kick 
in $60 next year, which is 2 per 
cent of total earnings. If this 
family breadwinner is paid 
weekly, his total income tax and 
social security deductions will 
be 15 cents greater each week 
in 1954 than this year. 

The increase in social secur- 
lyt deductions applies to every- 
one covered by the social secur- 
ity program, but persons with 
bigger incomes will not be af- 
fected proportionately as much 
as those in the lower brackets. 

For example, a man with a 
wife and two children and an

Show That Wilson's Promise of. 


Last Spring Is Not Being Kept 


He Said at Hearings Then There Would Be 
No Reduction in Planes on Order or Pro- 
grammed—Reaction to Latest Slash of 
965 Surprises Pentagon. © .

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 


HE biggest “flap”’—Pentagonese for emergency—in the Pen- 
tagon since the gtart of the Korean war was caused yesterday 
by the publication of the fact that‘orders had gone out to 
eurtail procurement of 965 aircraft. Instructions had been issued 
to west coast manufactuters Monday and to those on the east 


coast Wednesday. 


Meanwhile a press release 
was being prepared very care- 
fully to explain that the cut- 
back would not “adversely affect 
the delivery of modern combat 
aircraft” and was made pog- 
sible by a “reduction in attri- 
tion rates due to lesser flying 
activity,” to decreased “combat 
attrition rates,” and a “shift of 
responsibility” of certain train- 
ing activities to a combat com- 
mand. 

Unexpected Reaction. © 

Defense Department officials 
had hoped for a favorable re- 
sponse to the saving of nearly 
a billion dollars without any re- 
duction in combat strength of 
the Air Force. The publication 
of the facts without the honeyed 
cover caused a reaction exactly 
the opposite of what had been 
hoped for: 

Public information officers of 
the Defense Department and 
the Air Force and senior offi- 
cers and officials were called 
to the Pentagon at 2 o’clock in 
the morning and went into a 
huddle which lasted until after 
noon to plan to retrieve the 
situation. Meanwhile, the Pen- 
tagon press corps waited im- 
patiently for the official report. 


Secretary of Defense Charles | 
E. Wilson declared at St. Louis 
that he was glad to see the cut 
because “it shows that the Air | 
Force is now: operating effi-| 
ciently.” At about the same. 
time in Washington, Under Sec- 
retary of the Air Force, James 
H. Douglas stated that Wilson 
had approved the reduction. 

In Washington, Douglas said 
that financial considerations and 
economy had nothing to do with 
the change in procurement, that 
the planes were not needed and 
the aircraft could be reordered 
if needed without delaying pro- 
duction, while in St. Louis Wil- 
son declared: "It takes courage 
to stand up and stop a thing 
that already is moving along, 
just to save money.” 

Approved by Kyes. 

One newspaper reported that 
Under Secretary of Defense 
Roger M. Kyes was studying a 
proposal to reduce aircraft pro- 
curement this year, while Kyes 
was actually hard at work with 
information personnel revising 
the press release. Kyes, of 
course, as well as Wilson, had 
already approved the reduction. 

Wilson said in St. Louis that 
the action canceling orders for 
965 aircraft was taken “on the 
initiative and recommendation of 
the Air Force itself.” 


The military services are un- 
der the most rigid and repeated 
orders to tell nothing to anyone 
about budgetary and financial 
policies, so it is difficult to pin 
down where the initiative rests. 

There is no question that the 
air staff made the recommenda- 
tions for the specific reductions, 
but that does not mean that the 
Air Force had not been ordered, 
as part of the Administration 
economy program to make sav- 


There can be no question of 
the patriotic and honorable in- 
tentions of defense officials in 
furthering the Adminisfration’s 
economy program. They appear, 
however, to be trying to “sell” 
it, not as an economy program, 
but as “more defense for less 
money.” 

Suspicion Created. 

The result is an apparent. lack 
of forthrightness that creates 
suspicion as to what they really 
are doing to national defense. 
This is heightened by the fact 
that the official information is 
all that can be obtained.

Force Douglas maintained that 
financial consideration and econ- 
omy had no part in the decision. 
It was obvious, however, that 
this could not be supported in 
regard to the elimination of 155 
B-47 six-jet bombers and 14 RB- 
47 six-jet reconnaissance air- 
craft.

In Schleswig-Holstein, where 
refugees abound, it polled on 
one occasion 23 per cent of the 
votes cast. In Lower Saxony it 
once polled 15 per cent. 

The party hopes to win the 
bulk of its votes from among the 
10,000,000 Germans driven out 
of Poland and Czechoslovakia 
or forced to flee from the Soviet 
zone of Germany. 

However, the majority of the 
expellees or refugees in West 
Germany have been integrated 
into the national economy in the 


last eight years. They have found 


‘jobs and homes and are reason- 
ably well satisfied economically. | 


They are more likely to turn to 
the established parties than to 
Kraft's organization. 

On foreign policy, Kraft has 
gone along with Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer in the matter of 
support for the American-backed 
European army project, under 
which 12 West German divisions 
would be raised.

Discouraging Industry 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your excellent editorial pointing 

out the shortcomings of the Admin- 
istration’s new power policy was re- 
ceived with considerable interest in 
this area. We are greatly concerned 
by the statement of Administration 
Jeaders on power because this new 
policy marks the end of the postage- 
stamp rate for electricity from the 
Bonneville. system. 
_ By refusing to sell power directly 
to large industrial users and declin- 
ing to let publicly-owned utilities 
use their public preference to serve 
industrial customers, the new policy 
leaves only the privately-owned util- 
ity as the medium for transmitting 
energy to new industries in this 
area. 

Under the previous Administra- 
tion, large industrial users could 
meet -their power requirements by 


. buying directly from the Bonneville 


power system. By this method in- 
dustry could locate anywhere along 
the Bonneville transmission grid and 
obtain power at the same price re- 
gardiess of the distance from the 
point of generation. 

Under the new policy, new indus- 
try must obtain its power require- 
ments from a private power com- 
pany. The ultimate result of this 
policy will be to make the cos: of 
power to industry much higher than 
at present. 

We in this area are fearful that 
the higher rates resulting from the 
new policy will act as a barrier to 
future industrial development. 

Apparently it was the purpose of 
the Administration to make it less 
attractive for industries to locate 
close to the source of public power 
by increasing the cost above what 
industries are able te pay. :

It Doesn’t Make Sense 


The new billion-dollar cut in the Air Force 
is three times bad, in our opinion. It is bad in 
substance. It is bad in method. It is bad in 
timing. 

As for the substance of the order, .approxi- 
mately a thousand planes will be cut out of 
production. The notice to aircraft manufactur- 
ers includes elimination of the following: 


155 B-45 jet bombers 

14 RB-47 jet reconnaissance planes 
579 F-84 and F-86 fighter bombers 
66 primary trainers 

141 basic trainers 

10 helicopters 


By no stretch of the imagination can it be 
argued that combat planes are not involved this 
time, as was argued in support of the five-bil- 
lion-dollar cut voted by Congress, under strong 
Eisenhower Administration pressure. Jet bomb- 
ers and fighter bombers are combat planes and 
more than 700 of these planes alone now come 
out of the schedules of the aircraft companies. 

Nor is Defense Secretary Wilson very con- 
vincing when he says that cancellation of orders 
for these planes “just gives us flexibility to order 
the right kind of planes later on.’’ The greatest 
flexibility would come from having no planes 
on schedule —the greatest flexibility and the 
weakest possible defense. 

If this were a genuine rescheduling of newer- 
type planes, the Defense Department surely 
would now be quick to announce that new planes 
were going into the manufacturing schedules in 
the place of those which have been cancelled 
out. But then there would be no money saving 
and that only too clearly is a primary considera- 
tion. 

The order is bad in method because Secretary 
of Defense Wilson obviously was trying to keep 
the facts about this cut from the public. Instruc- 
tions were strict that these plans were to have 
no publicity. But they were obtained and printed 
by John G. Norris in The Washington Post. 


This hush-hush procedure is exactly the re- 
verse of what the Eisenhower campaigners were 
promising just a year ago. The pledge was that 
the public would be taken into Washington's 
confidence. Yet this new billion-dollar cut in 
aircraft production reaches the American people 
via a leak! 

Another element of procedure is the Admin- 
istration’s reliance on executive authority to put 
this cut into force. Congress voted the five-bil- 
lion-dollar cut. Congress did not vote the new 
cut. After showing Congress great deference 
throughoyt the session, the White House now 
enforces a new defense cut almost as soon as 
Congress is safely at home. This is no more con- 
sistent with Eisenhower Administration prom- 
ises than is the secrecy which surrounded the 
cut. There is, furthermore, reason for doubt 
that the President possesses legal authority thus 
to nullify, by executive direction, an act of 
Congress. 

As for timing, it could hardly have come on a 
worse day short of war time. Secretary Dulles 
only the day before announced to the world, 
through his American Legion address in St. 
Louis, the intention of the United States to fight 
if events lead us to it. 

Thus as the Secretary of State was in advance 
committing the United States to war under cer- 
tain conditions, the Secretary of Defense was 
readying another big slash in the Air Force. 

That is just the reverse of speaking softly and 
carrying a big stick. It comes close to speaking 
loudly and carrying a little stick. 

This baffling situation is danger to our na- 
tional security. President Eisenhower owes the 
country a detailed and wholly fair explanation. 
Meantime the people should make their appre 
hension heard and felt.

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Last Chance to Register 

Saturday is the last chance for 6t. Louisans 
who are not on the city’s permanent voting list 
to register for the Sept. 29 special election on 
the plaza bond issue proposal. 

Passage of the bond issue is vital to the prog- 
ress of St. Louis, but this is easier said than 
done. For it will take a two-thirds favorable ma- 
jority to approve the bonds, which means it 
will take two “Yes" votes to outweigh one ballot 
marked “No.” 

The Election Board office at 208 South Twelfth 
boulevard will be open until 5 p.m. on Saturday 
to accommodate all those who wish to partici- 
pate in this important civic decision. Let it not 
be said later that the bond issue went under 
because a few people failed to register. 
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Smear Without Check-Up 

The American Legion has again adopted an 
outrageous resolution calling for an investiga- 
tion of the American Civil Liberties Union. It 
asks that the job be done by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee and the Attorney 
General, and that, if warranted, the A.C.L.U. be 
prosecuted under the Smith and the McCarran 
Acts. 

The adoption of a similar resolution at the 
last Legion convention caused Royce Brier to 
exclaim in the San Francisco Chronicle: “It 
would be interesting to know the exact process 
by which certain resolutions are drawn up and 
adopted by the American Legion in convention.” 
Indeed it would! 

The Legion and its leaders always should have 
known more about the A.C.L.U. and its work 
than to believe that it is subversive or a shield 
of subversives. But if the Legionnaires did not 
know the facts before adopting last year’s reso- 
lution, they certainly could not plead ignorance 
this year. 

The 1952 resolution was denounced by news- 
papers from coast to coast, newspapers of every 
politi¢al bent, newspapers in communities both 
large and small. It was not only The New York 
Times, ‘The Washington Star and the Chicago 
Daily News, but also the Lewiston (Idaho) 
Tribune, the Hackensack (N.J.) Bergen Record, 
the Olean (N.Y.) Times Herald, the Durham 
(N.C.) Herald and scores more which pointed 
out the non-Communist nature of the A.C.L.U. 
and its indorsement by President Truman, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Gen. MacArthur, Adlai E. 
Stevenson and even Martin Dies, original chair- 
man .of the Un-American Activities Committee. 
They made it clear that the A.C.L.U. is dedi- 
cated to the strictly American purpose of try- 
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ing to make sure that every American gets his 


rights under American law. 

No Legionnaire had to take any ‘editor's word 
for this. He was free to check the facts himself. 
But it is impossible to see how any man or any 
organization which did make an objective study 
of A.C.L.U. activities could support the resolu- 
tion now re-adopted. 

As Mr. Brier concluded a year ago, the action 
against the A.C.L.U. could only. have been con- 
ceived by a very few men and pushed through 
a big convention virtually without debate. He 
could not believe that it expressed the consid- 
ered opinion of an organization of than 


— 


3,000,000 Americans." And one year and one 
resolution later, neither can we. 

Actually the Legion is being used by a hand- 
ful of zealots, often against the true feelings of 
a large number of its members. In the case of 
the A.C.L.U. resolution, we would like to re- 
peat our comment of a year ago: “The Legion 
has once again shown its propensity to smear 
first and check up later.” 

But there was no check-up, just a smear. 
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What Is at Stake in Germany 

Konrad Adenauer, whose regime will be at 
stake at the polls Sunday, is West Germany's 
strong man. He has shaped its policies, if not 
its people, to his own pattern. As hard as he is 
cultivated, he has tolerated little interference 
by his own cabinet or by the opposition. He has 
had his own way even though his supporters 
had only 202 seats of the 402 in the Bundestag. 

The Russians want to beat Adenauer, so they 
have tried to create the impression that he is 
the chief barrier to early reunification of divided 
Germany. At the same time, they have tried to 
intensify fears of Germany in France and else- 
where. A reunited but neutralized Germany 
seems to them not too bad a bargain. The 
question is whether they have been smart poil- 
ticians in simultaneously posing as friends of 
Germany and warning of the peril of a re- 
armed Reich. 

Adenauer is “our man.”’ He insists that a neu- 
tralized Germany would soon be a satellite 
Germany. He is for such European integration 
devices as the Schuman Plan. Above all, he is 
for German troops in the proposed army of the 
European Defense. Community—much more so 
than the French who evolved the plan. 

This. election is hardly a battle of person- 
alities, especially since the late Kurt Schu- 
macher, dramatic leader of the Socialists, “has 
been replaced by the more pedestrian Erich 
Ollenhauer. It is a battle to shape national 
policies. > 

The Socialists owe much of their strength to 
the argument that reunification must come be- 
fore rearmament, if it is to come at all. There 
also is discontent over the distribution of the 
profits of Germany's current industrial boom. 
Too few, it is said, get too much, The workers 
had their savings wiped out by the revaluation 
of the mark, it is argued, and now their pay 
scale is being kept down and social benefits 
of all kinds are being slashed. So the labor 
unions are abandoning their neutrality to sup- 
port the Socialists. 

While no less than 65 parties will have can- 
didates on Sunday’s ballots, the election really 
is a struggle of coalitions. Adenauer’s Christian 
Democrats and the Socialists probably will run 
fairly close and well ahead of the other parties. 
But the oppositionist Refugees party, champion 
of the 8,000,000 Volksdeutche and other dis- 
possessed and miserable elements, may win sig- 
nificant votes from the two leading parties. An 
even greater threat is that the right-wing parties 
may not only gain votes at the expense of the 
Christian Democrats but also refuse to support 
them in the Bundestag. 

A Socialist-headed coalition in Germany would 
be essentially as anti-Communist as the present 
regime, but it would bring a different emphasis 
to German policy. It would be strongly inclined 


- to postpone rearmament, and its electoral suc- 


cess would be heartening to like-minded ele- 


ments in other countries. | 
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The Man ‘on the Rock 


Among those paying tribute to Gen. Jonathan 
M. Wainwright, perhaps Gen. Marshall came 
closest to explaining Why the nation reveres the 
memory of this man of Corregidor. The former 
Chief of Staff said that Jonathan Wainwright 
and his American and Filipino troops “typified 
the sacrifice resulting from the indifference of 
our people to the military necessities of the 
time.” 

The heroes of war are not always the winners 
of victory. The naval motto, “Don't give up the 
ship,” came from a defeated captain whose ship 
went down. And so today the‘ nation honors 
Eisenhower the organizer of victory, Bradley 
the wise field commander, Patton the leader of 
attack, but there is a special reverence for Gen. 
Wainwright, the man who surrendered in the 
Philippines. 

He is a part of our history not alone for per- 
sonal stature, for the way he fought to the end 
of his ammunition and hope, nor for dignity in 
long and painful imprisonment. His was not a 
military victory, but a defeat which helped to 
make victory possible. The last stand on the 
Rock in Manila bay was a sacrifice to earlier 
American indifferenee to the threat of aggres- 
sion. And it bought time for a nation to prepare. 

Possibly the reverence for this general holds 
with it a feeling of collective cuilt for his per- 
sonal’ sacrifice. To him, however, that was a 
soldier's duty. His personal victory was of an- 
other kind, It was to drivé home the lesson of 
unyielding national preparedness. 
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Secretarv Hobby’s Exhortation 

Secretary Hobby made an accurate summa- 
tion of the national health-care problem. She 
paid tribute to what is being done by such agen- 
cies as the Blue Cross, but said “I think we will 
all agree” that it is not enough. 

In a column-long account which The New York 
Times gave of Mrs. Hobby’s speech, however, the 
Cabinet member for Health, Education and Wel- 
fare did not make a single contribution toward 
finding that way. 

Does the Secretary believe the way can be 
found by exhortation alone? And if the medical 
profession does as much as Mrs. Hobby is doing 
now and proposing to do, but no more, does the 
Secretary believe the way will be found? 
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Helopoulos the Unmatchable 

If we wanted to paint a word picture of frus- 
tration, the two words in which we would do it 
are Gus Helopoulos. Mr. Helopoulos, a shoe re- 
pairman, of Kankakee, IIL, recentiy bought up 
4000 pairs—he thought—of Army surplus shoes 
at 50 cents a pair. When they arrived there were 
only 500 pairs among them. So there was Mr. 
Helopoulos with 7000 shoes, none of which 
matched.

One Who Saw Barbados Bare 


IN THE CASTLE OF MY SKIN, by George Lam- 
ming. (McGraw-Hill Boek Co., 313 pogs., $3.75.) 
One could best review this book by 

merely quoting the enlightening preface 

Richard Wright has contributed. To 

quote him, the Negro’s is the “story of 

two cultures: the -dying culture in 
which he happens to be born and the 
culture he is trying to enter.” 

As a novelist on his own, Mr. Wright 
offers an example of the most serious 
problem of the Negro betwixt cultures. 
It is in handling the idiom of the new 
culture that he faces his greatest dif- 

. ficulty, for in the 
field of writing the 

Negro, outstanding 

in other arts, has 

made a relatively 
poor showing. 

In quoting from 
Mr. Wright it was 
necessary to edit 
him, and for the 
sake of _ emphasis 
we might record 
that his actual 
wording at one 
point in the re- 
marks above was 
“into which he is 
trying to enter.” In 
the white world we have our Farrells 
and Dreisers, but their ineptitudes are 
of their own making and not the result 
of the cultural dichotomy referred to. 
_ George Lamming in his first novel. 
& sprawling documentary concerning 
Barbados in the British West Indies, 
displays as a prose writer the same 
clumsy earnestness we have come to 
associate with Richard Wright. Into his 
disorganized stationary travelogue he 
has thrown material for a half-dozen 
novels and has Written a disorderly 
prose that would be repellent to the 
Stevenson-Fitzgerald school. 

Yet his faults become virtues in that 
his untutored prose lays bare the minds 
of the natives to an extent that would 
be impossible for an outsider not 
steaped in their idiom. The encomia 
quoted on the jacket of this novel seem 
unjustified, but for readers who want 
the bare Barbados and are not too 
nostalgic for such stylists as Ronald 
Firbank, Edgar Saltus and George 
Moore, this is, as Barbadosians would 
phrase it, “a fine fine book.”

Utilities Refused Job. 


It goes back to the time early | 


in the Roosevelt New Deal when 
that Administration proposed to 
make loans to the utilities to ex- 
pand their coverage to farm and 
rural areas. The utility magnates 
refused. So Congress passed the 
REA Act for loans to co-opera- 
tives to do the job. 

The folks took over the as- 
signment. They have done it so 


well that electricity now is com- | 


monplace nearly everywhere in 
the country and the job is the 
finest example of private enter- 
prise in our time. The people 


of the co-ops are proud of it. | 


They don’t intend to see their 
work undone without a terrific 
kick. 

Looking upon what they have 
accomplished as: private enter- 
prise of the best kind, they re- 
gard as so much nonsense the 
talk they are hearing about how 
they must now give up all they 
have done and let ‘private en- 
terprise” of the utilities take it 
over for their own profit. That 
“private enterprise” had _ its 
chance.

That’s one of the ways in which they are most 
opposite to men. We men have our faults, but vanity 
isn’t one of them.”

WELL, YES—and then, again, no, Mr. O’L. We don’t 
have the same kind of vanity that women do. I suppose 
it’s just a question of what name you give it; but men have 
their own kind of vanity. There's a perfectly good reason 
why it should be different from that of women. 

Psychiatrist Erich Fromm described this in a book he 
wrote a few years ago. He pointed out that a man’s vanity 
is to show what he can do, to prove that he is superior. A 
woman’s vanity is to show that she is attractive. 

How did this difference arise? He traces it back to 
the fundamental difference in the roles of male and female. 
A man didn’t have to win a partner merely by being at- 
tractive; he could win her by sheer brute strength. Now- 
adays he has to show his strength in a little different way, 
as social power, or wealth. But it’s strength, nevertheless, 
and offers protection to the woman. 

x * 

A WOMAN’S ABILITY to win a partner depended in 
the old days, and still does, on something else. Men 
wanted her, and still want her, because of her attractive- 
ness. If she is to survive, she must be, or must make 
herself, attractive. Her vanity, or concern with her attrac- 
tiveness, results from this. 

A man will exhibit his vanity by giving the waiter 
an excessive tip. That shows he is a Big Shot. He has 
power. That kind of power means nothing to a woman, so 
she will not waste money on an excessive tip, but save it 
to put toward buying a new hat or blouse that will make 
her attractive. Each is exhibiting vanity, but in very dif- 
ferent ways. 

Doesn't that sound reasonable, Mr. O’L.? If so, I don’t 
believe we men had better claim that we have no vanity. 
We just happen to have our own private brand.

N oddly assorted group of 
A tourists moved into one of 

the local motels the other 
day. There were 28 children, 
29 ponies, 27 adults, four trucks, 
four trailers and a couple of 
dozen passenger cars. All com- 
ponents of this far from silent 
invasion force moved in with 
the hoopla of a family picnic, 
proceeded rapidly to untangle 
themselves, relax and_ settle 
down to the kind of casual fun 
that folks enjoy on summer va- 
cations. 


One little difference between 
these visitors and normal tour- 
ists is that once and sometimes 
twice a day the youngsters get 
into gaily colored clothes, put 
on cowboy hats and appear as 
trick riders billed as “The — 
Kids,” currently at the ire- 
men’s Rodeo at Oakland Sta- 
dium. 


There is nothing professional 
about this outfit except its 
skill. Every participant regards 
it as a hobby. No performer 
travels with the troupe unless 
accompanfed by a parent. They 
take only one extended trip from 
home each year and nobody gets 
a salary for his work. In fact, 
the group prides itself on its 
lack of affluence. 

“You couldn't have a success- 
ful organization if you had a 
lot of money,” says Leonard 
Hunting, its president. 

As you might expect, the 
Rodeo Kids didn’t start as a get- 
rich scheme. It all began in 
1939 when seven families in In- 
dependence, Mo., all with kids 
who had ponies, thought it 
might be a smart idea to get a 
common riding ground where 
the youngsters could train to- 
gether with their horses and 
safely enjoy their possessions 
instead of trotting them anxious- 
ly around the block. 

At Christmas that year the 
youngsters of President-to-be 
Hunting got their first pony and 
Hunting, a veteran buyer for 
Western Auto Supply Co. in 
Kansas City, joined up. Now 
the troupe consists of some 40 
boys and girls from more than 
25 families in the Independence 
area. 

It’s tough to join the Rodeo 
Kids. For one thing, you can’t 
join without your family. And

room comfortable while the 
kitchen door is wide open and 
a range going full blast it is not 
going to be happy.

To make it even 
more happy, do as much as pos- 
sible to keep extra heat away 
from that particular room. For 
example, draperies or shades 
pulled over windows will keep 
out the hot sun and so will 
awnings.

Don't leave the door between

But nearly everybody 
among the adults also has a job 
for the common good: maybe 
planting a tree, cutting grass or 
supervising the training of the 
youngsters. 


Harry Casey, who works in a 
steel rolling mill, is ringmaster.

The youngsters largely 
originate their own new tricks 
and Sundays from 2:30 to 5 p.m. 
the whole gang gets together 
for the routine workout. 


A youngster must be 6 years 
old to join or can be a little 
younger if an older brother or 
sister belongs to the show who 
has grown up with a pony. The 
neophyte has to get six months 
to two years riding experience 
before he becomes a full-fledged 
member. 

Even then, he works under 
strict ground rules. He has to 
watch at all times that he looks 
not just straight ahead but all 
around, constantly, to head off 
the natural dangers of riding in 
a large group. He has to watch 
that his saddle is tight because 
a horse may start kicking at any 
time and then a slipping saddle 
could be fatal. He's not allowed 
to ride with a halter alone; the 
pony must have a bridle. And 
the youngster must stay on his 
own pony. 

The troupe by now has given 
hundreds of performances at 
fairs and other community 
events; at the Black Hills Ex- 
position in Rapid City, S. D.; at 
the National Walking Horse cele- 
bration in Shelbyville, Tenn; 
at Kansas City’s famed Ameri- 
can Royal Horse Show; and 
similar occasions. Performers 
have sustained broken legs, arms 
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and collarbones—but all except 
two of the mishaps have been 
the result of accidents playing 
baseball or football or falling 
out of trees.

It is true that North had 
something of a problem when 
his partner's jump spade rebid 
came around to him, but even 
though North had nothing re- 
sembling a stopper in hearts or 
clubs, he would have been wise 
to bid three no-trump on his 
flat distribution. Observe that 
East almost certainly would have 
opened a diamond against a no- 
trump contract, and this would 
have given North an easy nine 
tricks. 

At the actual four-spade con- 
tract, West, reluctant to lead 
away from his heart club or club 
strength, made the none-too-dis- 
creet selection of the diamond 
jack. As intimated originally, 
this gave declarer quite an ad- 
vantage, because he could see 
the diamond 10 in his own hand, 
whereas East was in no such 
fortunate position. Declarer put 
up dummy’s diamond ace and 
promptly led the diamond deuce. 
This gave East something to 
think about! He could not know 
the heart and club situations; 
with a trump entry marked in 
dummy, it seemed suicidal (and 
unnecessary) to put up the dia- 
mond king. So East ducked to 
his partner's supposed 10-spot— 
and now South was on the road 
home. He won with the 10, 
cashed the spade ace and led 
to dummy’s spade nine, then 
sent the diamond queen through 
East for a ruffing-finesse. Now, 
of course, East was really help- 
less.

Women Spend More 
Can't Say 'No' on Styles

NEW YORK, Sept. 4 (UP)— 
OMEN spend more than 

W twice as much money as 
men for clothes because 
they surrender without a strug- 
gle to fashion dictators’ whims, 
men’s style experts said today. 

The truth is, the men said, 
women just can’t say “no” to 
a new idea, even if they don’t 
like it. 

The result often is a closet 
full of brand new clothes for 
the little woman, they said, 
and one or two threadbare 
suits for her husband. 

Statistics are on the side of 
the breadwinners. The Com- 
merce Department reported 
women spend about $8,655,- 
000,000 a year for clothes, 
while men pay about $4,081,- 
000.000. That amounts to 
$116.95 for each woman and 
$56.60 for each man. 
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“MEN ARE MORE reluctant 
to accept anything new,” said 
Leonard A. Rothgerber Jr., di- 
rector of the Men’s Apparel 
Research Guild. “They won't 
be stampeded by fashion 
whims.” 

Women will follow the dic- 
tates of high-priced dress- 
makers like Dior, Schiaparelli 
or Mainbocher, no matter how 
often they change their styles, 
Rothgerber said. 

“Men designers let a fellow 
wear a suit until it wears out,” 
he added. 

Stanley Mitchell, of the 
Men’s Modes Designing 
School, said that in nine out 
of 10 marriages, the women 
Sre dressed so much better 
than the men “its not funny.” 

A man jumped to the de- 
fense of women on this score, 
however. Leonard Arkin, a 
well-known women’s designer, 
said the fact women change 
style more often than men is 


a “tribute to their spirit of 
adventure.” 

“They have an open mind 
about fashions and are willing 
to try something which may 
-successfully help their appear- 
ance,” Arkin said, 

» & & 

MITCHELL and Rothgerber 
retorted that men accept 
changes in styles, too, but 
only when they don’t unbal- 
ance their budgets. Changes 
are going on now, they said, 
and probably will be accepted 
universally by the time suits 
now in use have worn out, 


Suit shoulders are shrink- 
ing, jackets are becoming 
snugger and trouser legs are 
being taken in. Shirt collars 
are losing their points, ties 
are narrower end hats more 
tapered. 

“Men follow their own way 
of ‘monkey see, monkey do’ 
in accepting such changes,” 
Rothgerber said, “The major 
men’s changes have been 
started by a relatively few 
men at the top level and sifted 
down. - 

“The polo coat started with 
polo players, spread to Yale 
and Princeton and then was 
accepted by all men. Wide 
bottom trousers came from 
students at Oxford University 
and then the better Eastern 
schools. 

“Eventually the mass has 
accepted all these things and 
change has come. Every major 
change in the last 50 years 
has been motivated by com- 
fort. Anyone who doubts there 
has been change should look 
at pictures of Abraham Lin- 
coln and President Eisenhow- 
er, They show drastic changes, 
but they took a long time to 
develop.”

It is interesting to compare these arrangements, all instru- 
mentals, with the first Ellington recordings of the tunes. One 
discovers, for instance, that Juan Tizol’s valve trombone is ‘still 
featured in “Cocktails for Two,” that the older “I Can't Give 
You Anything But Love” is slower than th enew one, has'a bit 
of Dixieland kick at the start instead of im the final rideput, of 
the new one. The new “Three Little Words” hasn't, of Course, 
the vocal by the Rhythm Boys, which ineluded Bing Crosby. 
This “Flamingo” has a long piano solo. by Ellington with @ soulful 
violin solo by Ray Nance, whereas the singing of Herti Jéffries 
was @ big attraction on the 1941 recording. Several of the new 
arrangements employ a piano introduction, a device the Duke 
has used frequently down through the years.

THE ART VAN DAMME QUINTET, a Chicago group heard 
so engagingly in two Capitol sets, “Cocktail Capers” and “More 


-| Cocktail Capers,” debuts on the Columbia label with “Martini 


Time.” Van Damme is the fellow who, more than any other, 
has made the accordion a respectable instrument in the playing 
,of jazz. His playing here, as on previous recordings, is superb, 
‘both in solo and background work. He’s a slick-working quarter- 
back as he and his men pass the solo line back and forth to one 
another with ease and grace, Standard tunes on their program 
are “Adios,” “Blue Lou,” “Cheek to Cheek,” “If I Could Be 
With You,” “I Didn't Know What Time It Was” and “The Surrey 
With the Fringe on Top.” The latter une comes somewhat as a 
surprise from a combo of this type, but is played most attrac- 
tively. Rounding out the collection are two Van Damme originals, 
“Madame Van Damme” and “Let Yourself Down.” There are no 
disappointments anywhere along the line for those of us who like 
the Van Damme Quintet’s modern scorings and the blends they 
get from aceordion, vibraphone, guitar and bass, plus drums.

WALLY ROSE, the West Coast pianist whose ragtime playing 


|/has been eeelaimed here previously in reviews of recordings by 


the Lu Watters and Turk Murphy bands, is solo performer on 
another Columbia 10-inch_long play “Ragtime Piano Master- 
pieces.” Rose, a foremost scholar in the field of earyl ragtime 
music, demonstrates his virtuosity on eight rags that eriginated 
early in the century. One marvels at his ability as player and 
interpreter as he reels off “Hot House Rag,” “Scott Joplin’s New 
Rag,” “Rooster Rag,” “Silent Movie Rag,” “Triangle Jazz Blues,” 
“Nonsense Rag,” “Hot Chocolate’ and “Castle House Rag.” 
George Avakian’s excellent notes, providing a bit of background 
on each piece, say that all but “Hot House” and “Nonsense Rag” 
are here on records for the first time. Recordings were made, 
incidentally, in an upstairs room of a home in San Francisco. 
Avakian found the piano assigned to the spare room after the 


owner had had thumbtacks inserted in the felt hammers in an
